SCHOOL REPORT 


“DIS. NO. 1.. 


1st. term. The orderly appearance of the scholars, and the exer- 
cises at the examination, speak in high praise of the qualifications 
of the teacher,’ Miss. Sarah Nelson. The scholars were studious, 
and the progress made was quite satisfactory. 

The 2nd. term, was taught by Mr. Benj. Johnson, an able and 
experienced teacher. When visited near its commencement the 
school appeared in a prosperous condition. It was apparent that 
thoroughness and good order, were prominent features. Bad travel- 
ing prevented your Committee from visiting it on the day of exam- 
ination. From what we can learn we think it a highly profitable term. 

DIS. NO. 2. 

Ist. term taught by Miss. Carrie 8. Keyser. Teacher faithful, 
worked hard, and spared no pains to make the school a profitable one, 
and, was very successful. If a fez of the larger scholars had been 
more obedient and studious the school would have been more pleas- 
ant to the teacher, and much more profitable to themselves. 

The 2nd. term, under the instruction of Miss Carrie A. Martin, 
was a highly profitable school. By the appearance of the scholars at 
the examination, good order, studious habits, and thoroughness in 
the studies pursued, were considered by the teacher three greqt 
requisites to perfection in teaching. 

_ The 3rd. term was under the care of Miss. Hannah M. Eaton, 
an experienced teacher. The exercises at the examination, consist. 
ing of vocal and instrumental music, and resitations by the scholars, 
were very interesting. More thoroughness and better discipline 
would have added much toward making the school profitable. 

DIS. NO. 3. 

In this Dis. there was but one term of school of two scholars, 
the past-year. . This was taught by Miss. Maggie A. Clough, who 
was very successful. Progress, good and thorough. 


DIS. NO, 4. 


1st, term; Miss; Ines D. Nelson, has taught this school three suc- 
cessive terms before this, and during this term, has well retained 
her former reputation as being one of our best teachers. The schol- 
ars were studious, and the discipline excellent. The progress and 
thoroughness was-all we could expect. The exercises at the exami~ 
nation including resitations and compositions were highly commen- 
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dable, to both teacher and scholars. Mr. Erastus Wadleigh Esq ; 
to whom much credit is due tor his interest in this school, offered a 
reward to all those scholars, who should, at the close of the term, 
have their names on the Roll of Honor. The design was to stimu- 
late them to promptness and daily attendance, It had the desired ef- 
fect, for nearly three times the No. of names appeared on the Roll 
at this, than, at the succeeding term. The average attendance was 
thirty, whole No. thirty two. He also offered a prize to the scholar, 
who should at the close of the term, be the best reader, in the class, 
reading in the fourth reader. With the aid of an excellent teacher, 
each scholar tried to excel the other, resulting, through the generos-. 
ity .of Mr. Wadleigh in two of the class obtaining a prize. 

Miss. Mary J. Eaton had charge of the 2nd. term. Miss. Eaton 
is w faithful, thorough worker, who strives to excel in her vocation. 
The order was good and the scholars well interested in their studies. 
This term was decidedly a success. The examination exercises were 
highly praiseworthy, especially the paper read by Miss, Knowlton; 
and the valedictory, by Miss. Morgan. Average 32, whole No. 35. 

The 3rd. term was under the instruction of Mr. Walter J. Davis; 
this being his first effort. This is a large school, and many of them, 
excellent scholars, who are an honor to the school. A large number 
of the citizens of this district, take quite an interest in their school, 
which tends to stimulate the teacher to more thoroughness, and to 
inaintain good discipline, and also, to encourage the scholars in well 
doing. As your committee, on account of bad weather was not in, 
at the examination, he cannot speak so decidedly about the progress, 
but, consider it fair. 

DIS. NO. 6. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Miss. Emma L. Collins 
to the satisfaction of your committee, and, we think to the district. 

It was evident that the reading and spelling exercises were per- 
formed in no haphazard manner. The other studies received theit 
due share of attention.
